Coal Strike Enters Second Week; Tension Is High 


No Signs of 
Break Seen; 
Resume Talks 


Pittsburgh, 
Sept. 
26— (AP) — 


Tension mounted in western Penn- 
sylvania coal fields today as 480,- 
000 United Mine Workers began 
the second week of their nation- 
wide strike. 


There are no signs of a break 


in the strike. John L. Lewis, head 
of the UMW, says none can be ex- 
pected while steel contract talks 
are underway. 


Pennsylvania 
state police are 


patrolling several areas in west- 
ern Pennsylvania. 
They arrested 


three men on riot charges during 
the weekend and said they're fear- 
ful violence may break out today 
if pickets try to interrupt opera- 
tions at some non-union mines. 


Violence Reported 


There have 
been reports of 


violence from pickets in several 
states, including West Virginia 
where 120,000 miners are idle. Last 
week pickets closed several small 
non-union mines near Charleston, 
W. Va. The pickets said they'd 
be back-today. 


There was little activity in most 


coal mining regions during the 
weekend.

3. A new uranium mine 


was reported o p e n e d in 
Czechoslovakia under the di- 
rection of Russian engineers.

4. German scientists and 


uranium ore from east Ger- 
many helped the Russians de- 
velop their bomb, informed 
American and German sources 
reported. 
Although the Tass announcement 


did not confirm or deny President 
Truman's disclosure of a recent

Czechoslovakia's new uranium 


mine was reported to be 25 miles 
south of Prague. 


The new Spanish deposits were 


reported to be in the Pyrenees. 
Spain already is reputed to be the 
holder of the world's fourth largest 
uranium deposits although little 
of the material has been mined.

Britain's Troubles Not Over 


Great Britain evidently is under no illusions that its 


devaluation of the pound can provide anything but short- 
run relief in its widely heralded "dollar crisis." 


The British expect, of course, that a rise in the volume 


and worth of its exports to the dollar countries will occur. 
Unless that happens, the major goal of devaluation will not 
be achieved. 


Yet even if that objective is attained: there is no great 


hope that the benefits to Britain will be sufficient to serve 
as a permanent solution of its difficulties. 


Sir Stafford Cripps, British chancellor of the exchequer, 


made plain that the closing of the gap between Britain's 
exports and imports can only be accomplished in the end 
by a greatly increased productivity from its workers. 


He acknowledged to his country that the decision to 


cheapen the pound was made reluctantly, that Britaain would 
rather have put all its faith on rising productivity and other 
means of boosting exports. But he concluded: 


"The time is now so short and our reserves have got so 


low that a change in the dollar rate of exchange is the only 
way in which we can get our prices down quickly enough." 


There is more to this statement than may at first be 


apparent. When the dollar conference hi Washington wound 
up. the three participating countries— Britain, Canada and 
the United States— announced a program designed to cope 
with the British crisis through both immediate and long- 
term measures. They voiced guarded optimism over pros- 
pects for easing the problem. 


It is obvious now that Canada and the United States 


knew of the British intent to devalue, even while the confer- 
ence was on. Their optimism therefore may have reflected 
that knowledge rather than any great enthusiasm for th< 
short-run objectives of the program. 


For it is clear from Cripps' statement to the British peo 


pie that those immediate steps were not counted on heavilj 
by Britain's leaders. They would give the United Kingdom 
a freer hand in spending Marshall Plan dollars, elimmafc 
U. S. customs red tape, and explore the possibility of heavie 
American purchases of tin, rubber and other British Empir 
products that might fit into our stockpiling program. 


If these moves actually were to be given great weight 


Cripps would not have stressed the nearness of financial dis 
aster when he announced devaluation. He brushed the short 
run Washington program aside, and declared that cheapen 
ing of the pound was a necessary device to buy time unti 
higher productivity and better selling methods — the long 
range goals — could come into play.

lips declined to go along with ar- 
rangements immediately. He said 
he would make a thorough study 
of the case "to satisfy my own 
judgment and conscience" before 
dropping the perjury cases.
